BLACKOUT 

On  Monday  evening  March  30,  an  en- 
tire blackout  of  the  New  York  Hospital  was 
called.    Within  ten  minutes  of  the  time  of  the 
inception  of  this  practice,  the  Hospital  stood 
in  darkness  with  but  few  violations.    It  is  re- 
ported that  the  Administration  of  the  Hospital 
was  pleased  with  the  effort  and  gratified  with 
the  result.    There  was  a  noted  spirit  of  co- 
operation among  the  personnel  still  on  duty, 
and  an  active  group  of  volunteers  supervised  by 
Messrs.  Keig  and  Narber  contributed  no  small 
part  in  rapidly  remedying  violations. 

The  few  violations  occurred  in  the 
Nurses  Residence  and  the  House  Staff  quarters 
where  the  individual  occupants  had  left  their 
rooms  and  had  neglected  to  turn  off  the  lights. 
This  situation  must  be  avoided  as  it  is  folly 
to  close  off  all  the  lights  of  the  hospital 
with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  on  the  upper- 
most floors,  which  through  their  individuality 
thus  achieved,  stand  out  as  beacons.    May  we 
ask  that  this  matter  be  given  careful  thought 
and  careful  attention. 

And  now  a  word  for  the  volunteers: 
We  would  indeed  be  remiss  were  we  to  neglect 
to  offer  a  hearty  thank  you  to  those  who  un- 
stintingly  do  their  turn  up  on  L-3  week  after 
week.    We  have  extended  no  invitation  to  our 
enemies  for  boidas,  and  we  cannot  guarantee 
their  arrival.    We  can  assure  you,  however, 
that  should  the  unpredictable  tragedy  of  an 
actual  assault  fall  upon  the  New  York  Hospital, 
there  will  be  a  definite  and  worthwhile  use  for 
every  level-headed  volunteer  that  we  can  muster. 
We  appreciate  the  true  Americanism  you  exhibit 
by  merely  "Standing  by".    Realizing  the  hard- 
ship that  a  tour  of  duty  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
would  impose  upon  the  volunteers,  the  Adminis- 
tration has  other  plans  for  coverage. 

Therefore,  as  the  air  raid  protec- 
tion now  stands,  our  needs  for  volunteers  call 
for  the  hours  5  P.M.  through  midnight  Monday 
through  Friday.    We  are  particularly  interest- 
ed in  the  period  from  9  P.M.  to  12  Midnight.
